His Annual Visit to St. Patrick’s 
Parish, Washington.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9%.—Cardinal 
ns made his annual visit to St. 
Patrick's 213 today, and the greet- 
ing acco him went far beyond a 
personal greeting. Prominent men of 
every faith sought to honor the dis- 
tinguished prelate. 

Diplomats and American statesmen 
took part in the ceremonies, which con- 
sisted of early mass, high mass at 11 
a. m., se by a reception at the 
rectory and a luncheon. 

St. Patrick's Church was filled lon 

before 11 o'clock, and a great crow 

gathered on the sidewalk and in the 
street. A reception at the rectory at 
noon was atten by several thous- 


persons.
